Aplticant argues that: 

"The features of the invention are by no means taught or suggested by the combination of Mittra or Wesley with Roden." 
Examiner totally disagrees with applicant and still maintain that: 

The combination of Mittra (US 5,748,736) and Roden (US 5,970,477) teach the claimed subject matter. In fact, the applicant has agreed 
with examiner that Roden teaches the limitations that recite in claimed invention - Roden discusses simply a well-known technique 
wherein disconnection is effected if the correct key is not received (see applicant's remarks on page 4, lines 9-10). In addition, referring 
to Figure 6, at step 604, Key verified, Roden clearly and precisely teaches that the CORRECT KEY should expect to always be sending 
or including with the received message but this step 604 is to verify in the case that sometimes or occasionally or periodically the KEY 
may not be included with the received message. In this situation, the communication will be disconnected, stopped, or logged out 
(column 17, lines 33-43 of Roden). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the combination of teachings between Mittra and Roden are sufficient. 
Mittra and Roden do not need to disclose anything over and above the invention as claimed in order to render it unpatentable or 
anticipate. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claimed limitations. 

For the above reasons, it is believed that the rejections should be sustained for claims 1-11.. 
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
